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Present l y , you h ave t o file an application every four years,
sign an a ffidavit every year signifying that the cemetery is
continually being used for the purpose that it was originally
granted an exemption. This changes that period of time that you
wil l hav e t o f i l e an application, from four until ten years.
You still have to file the a nnual affidavit that i t i s b ei n g
u sed f o r c eme e r y pu r po s e s . It should reduce the amount of
paperwork. It actually should r educe , so me w h at , t he c ost ,
although I acknowledge that it ma y not be major in terms of
having to apply for this application every four years, b ut i t
does extend the period out from four to ten. O ne of t h e r ea s o n s
is that cemeteries very seldom change their us~, although there
are oc c a s i o na l p ar c e l s of land maybe sold or s omething for a
different purpose and when t hat is done the affidavit should
show that. Otherwise this application seems reasonable t o me
that it should only be every ten years instead of every four, as
is presently in the law.
